The hybrids have almost entirely 
replaced the older varieties, especially for market use. 


The following Hybrid varieties in their respec- 
tive seasons from earliest to late represent the 
most popular and most planted varieties for 


commercial purposes. Taken into consideration 
is time of maturity, size of ear, quality and ap- 
pearance of ear, keeping qualities and, of great 
importance to the commercial grower, the yield. 





MATURING IN THE ORDER NAMED 


Spancross. One of the best early Hybrids, highly re- 
sistant to wilt, small well tioped ears, golden yellow 
kernels of good quality.
